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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In the Action mailed May 11, 2004, claims 1-46 are restricted to one of the following 
patentably distinct inventions under 35 U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 1-15 and 29-46 drawn to an internal combustion engine; and 

II. Claims 16-28 drawn to a carrier for receiving an ignition source. 

Applicant elects the invention of Group I, claims 1-15 and 29-46. The election is made 
without traverse. 

Group I, claims 1-15 and 29-46, are further restricted as directed to patentably distinct 
species of the invention reading on, respectively: 

I) FIG. 1; 

II) FIG. 2; and 

III) FIG. 3. 

No claim is indicated as generic. 

"Claims to be restricted to different species must be mutually exclusive." MPEP 
806.04(f). While Applicants do not dispute that claims 1-15 and 29-46 are patentably distinct, 
the claims are not mutually exclusive. For example, while independent claim 1 reads on FIGS. 2 
and 3 and not FIG. 1 (lacking an apertured member adjacent the ignition source), independent 
claims 29 and 35 each read on all of the figures. Furthermore, even though claims 29 and 35 do 
not require an apertured member, each have dependent claims directed to an embodiment 
including an apertured member (see claims 30 and 42). Therefore, as the claims are not mutually 
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exclusive, Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction between species within Group I and 
elects to pursue claims 1-15 and 29-46. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.143 Applicant provisionally elects claims 29-48 for prosecution 
in the event the requirement becomes final. As noted above, claims 29 and 35 are generic to 
FIGS. 1-3. If either of generic claims 29 or 35 are found allowable, Applicant reserves the right 
to request consideration of claims 1-15.
